Congratulations on your first issue of EQUILIBRIUM as Editor. We know 
you always had a hand in its preparation so the change is very natural. 

I was very surprised to see the picture on the back cover of 1989 Issue 
No. 1. Since I could not attend the Boston meeting last year, I did 
not see the Harvard Collection. Is the small Howard & Davis scale 
at Harvard or elsewhere, as your text does not make that clear. Is 
the illustration a photograph or otherwise? Where is the scale? What 
is its legend? 



In my museum in St. Louis I have this scale with the engraved legend 
U. S. Gold Standard Balance, E. Howard & Co. Makers, Boston, Mass. 

It is on a marble base, otherwise exactly like your illustration. 

It is slightly different from all others known. 

About 5 years ago a similar one of these was listed in an auction catalog 
in California as part of the Clifford Collection and it was mysteriously 
withdrawn before the sale and sold to someone privately. 

I have in my collection some copper and brass American gold coin weights 
marked $2.50, $5, $10, $20, $30 and $50. I am told they are unique 
as no American coin weights are otherwise recorded. This type of weight 
was and is routine for English coins, but apparently this practice 
was not adopted in America because of a variety of special fulcrum 
coin balances being available. I might have written Michael about 

this but if you want to publish mine, I'll send exact text, pictures 
and data.
